INTRODUCTION 


•^HE  collection  of  printed  fabrics  forming  this  exhibit 
was  assembled  by  Miss  Elinor  Merrell — an  enthusiast 
on  the  subject — during  several  sojourns  in  France,  where  in  out 
of  the  way  places  she  was  able  not  only  to  find  many  inter- 
esting pieces,  but  at  the  same  time  to  acquire  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  various  types  of  printed  cottons  that  formed 
such  an  important  part  of  household  furnishings  in  village 
homes,  just  as  they  had  in  the  eighteenth  century  graced  the 
apartments  of  court  beauties. 

While  Toiles  de  Jouy  is  a  subject  that  has  long  interested 
European  scholars  and  collectors,  it  has  only  been  in  recent 
years  that  American  students  have  devoted  any  attention  to  it. 
Among  the  first  to  discover  the  charm  of  these  old  fabrics 
was  the  late  Alexander  Drake.  Since  then  the  different 
Museums  have  added  interesting  specimens  to  their  collec- 
tions, that  of  the  Institute  of  Arts  and  Decorations  at  Cooper 
Union  being  one  of  the  first  to  acquire  several  rare  documents. 
To-day  not  only  are  there  many  private  collectors,  but  in  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  one  may  see  several  of  the  finest 
Oberkampf  fabrics  designed  by  Jean  Baptiste  Huet  in  his 
best  period,  pieces  that  equal  any  exhibited  in  the  galleries 
of  the  Musee  des  Arts  Decoratifs. 

One  of  the  great  charms  in  collecting  fabrics  of  this  type 
is  that  a  small  piece  may  be  quite  as  decorative  a  motif  in  a 
room  as  a  framed  etching.  Or  again  a  wall  may  be  panelled  with 
short  lengths,  while  occasionally,  if  one  is  fortunate  enough  to 
find  enough  of  the  same  pattern,  a  bedspread  may  be  adapted 
for  window  curtains.  But  let  no  one  expect  to  find  these 
printed  cottons,  especially  of  the  finest  period,  free  from  darns 
and  patches!  In  fact  the  exquisite  darning  found  in  some  of 
the  old  pieces  indicates  the  patient  care  that  was  bestowed 
upon  these  treasured  prints  by  old-time  housewives.  And 
incidentally  the  "patching"  of  fragments  of  Toiles  de  Jouy  is 


quite  as  fascinating  a  pastime  as  picture  puzzles  were  a  few 
years  back  or  as  cross  word  puzzles  are  to-day, — and  what  is 
more  it  is  time  well  spent  that  brings  its  rich  reward  when 
one  acquires  as  a  result  a  print  ready  for  framing  in  place 
of  what  a  "scoffer"  would  term  a  "rag"! 

The  second  half  of  the  eighteenth  century  marked  the 
zenith  of  cotton  printing  as  a  decorative  art,  and  Jouy  en 
Josas,  a  little  town  near  Versailles,  was  the  heart  of  the  in- 
dustry in  France.  It  was  here  that  Christophe  Philippe 
Oberkampf  established  his  workshop  in  1760,  shortly  after 
the  repeal  of  the  royal  edict  that  for  a  century  or  more 
had  prohibited  the  importation  of  Indian  prints  and  the  sale 
of  their  "counterfeits"  in  any  part  of  the  Kingdom, 

Oberkampf  had  little  money,  but  he  was  a  genius; 
and  when  in  1763  he  acquired  a  new  partner,  Sarrasin 
Demaraise,  a  man  with  ample  capital,  the  business  was  put 
on  a  sound  financial  basis  and  an  era  of  prosperity  was 
assured.  In  1783  its  success  was  further  assured  when  letters 
patent  were  issued  by  the  Crown  entitling  the  establishment 
to  become  a  "Royal  Factory".  It  was  at  this  time  that  Jean 
Baptiste  Huet,  one  of  the  foremost  animal  painters  of  the 
day,  was  retained  to  design  a  pattern  commemorating  the 
event.  From  this  date  until  his  death  in  181 1,  the  designs 
of  this  master  draughtsman  and  the  high  standards  maintained 
by  Oberkampf  in  the  production  of  the  Jouy  fabrics,  com- 
bined to  place  the  French  prints  far  in  advance  of  European 
competitors,  and  the  Oberkampf  documents  preserved  in 
the  Louvre,  which  include  many  of  Huet's  original  cartoons, 
testify  to  the  conscientious  devotion  of  these  men  to  high 
ideals. 

While  Jouy  was  the  most  important  centre,  smaller 
works  sprang  up  all  through  France,- — at  Nantes,  Rouen, 
Bordeaux  and  Marseilles;  Mulhouse,  1745,  and  Orange, 
1757,  antedated  Jouy  by  several  years. 

Among  the  Jouy  prints  offered,  the  earliest  specimen  is 
No  161,  "Le  Buveur",  a  block  print,  which  Henri  Clouzot, 


the  eminent  French  authority,  assigns  to  the  1765-70  period. 
This  piece  is  illustrated  in  the  Clouzot  series  of  colored 
plates  issued  by  the  Musee  des  Arts  Decoratifs.  Important 
documents  from  the  early  period  are  No.  189,  "Les 
Delices  des  Quatre  Saisons";  No.  ai,  "L' Escarpolette";  No. 
122,  The  Park  of  the  Chateau;  No.  145,  "Les  Quatre 
Continents";  No.  129,  "Don  Quixote".  All  of  these  are 
from  metal  plates  and  were  produced  between  the  years 
1 784-1 792.  Another  of  this  period,  No.  1 72,  "L'Hommage 
de  I'Amerique  a  la  France",  is  of  especial  interest.  This 
piece  retained  its  popularity  for  a  number  of  years,  but  after 
the  Revolution,  or  rather  after  the  fall  of  the  Bastile  in  1789, 
the  figure  of  France  appears  without  the  crown,  the  emblem 
of  royalty  no  longer  appealing  to  the  public  taste. 

No.  118,  "Les  Plaisirs  Champetres",  and  No.  137,  "The 
Vintage",  are  of  a  later  period  when  both  the  figures  and  the 
animals  were  drawn  on  a  slightly  larger  scale.  No.  200, 
"L'Abreuvoir",  "The  Watering  Trough",  illustrates  the  type 
of  pattern  developed  during  the  Directorate,  when  the  diaper- 
ed background  was  gaining  in  favor  and  the  beautifully  drawn 
animal  motifs  of  Huet  were  still  popular;  in  this  piece  the 
neo-classic  style  is  foreshadowed  by  the  introduction  of  the 
masque  and  the  scrolling  arabesques. 

In  No.  182,  "L'Histoire  de  Psyche",  we  have  a  typical 
Napoleonic  pattern  with  its  set  medallions  framing  classical 
figures.  A  few  years  later  with  the  Restoration  came  a 
"Romantic"  series,  but  the  transition  from  the  earlier  type  was 
marked  by  two  important  patterns — "Scenes  Romaines";  and 
No.  81,  "Le  Midi  de  la  France",  engraved  by  Mallet  after 
Hippolyte  Lebas  (18 18). 

Just  as  the  flowered  "Indiennes"  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury are  reminiscent  of  Dresden  and  Sevres  porcelains,  so  the 
prints  of  the  early  nineteenth  century  recall  the  English 
Staffordshire  ware  with  its  cameo-like  landscapes  set  on  a 
diapered  background,  such  as  is  suggested  in  No.  200. 

Washington  prints  of  the  types  shown  in  Nos.  138  and 
195,  and  the  Syntax  series,  are  becoming  every  day  more 


scarce.  Where  some  of  the  Washington  fabrics  were  made  is 
still  undetermined,  although  one  pattern,  that  with  the  pyra- 
mid and  medallion  portraits  of  America's  illustrious  sons,  Nos. 
86  and  i  i5,is  known  to  have  been  printed  in  England,  as  one 
signed  piece  proves.  It  is  also  true  that  many  of  the  memo- 
rial Washington  prints  were  from  Edinburgh  presses.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  is  strong  evidence  that  this  subject  was 
also  printed  in  France,  as  a  Southern  family  still  owns  the  re- 
mains of  a  set  of  hangings  of  Washington  chintz  sent  over  to 
America  by  the  French  officers  who  served  in  the  American 
Army,  after  their  return  to  France,  as  a  token  of  grateful  re- 
membrance of  hospitality  received  at  the  hands  of  their  host 
in  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  during  the  War.
